“The affalr happened the nfternoon
of May 10 Following period of five
days of dirty weather, in which 1| was on
duly aimost the entire time and In which
1 contructed a severe sttuck of rheumntism,
I wus rosting In my cabln.

Captaln Charlton, whose bont docked at
an American port last Ssaturday morning
returned to Jenkintown late last nlght, Then
he wmpent severml hours as the guest of
Louis R Dutton, chalrman of the commit-
tee planning tonight's celabration It wan
midnight when he consented 1o be inter-
viewed, and It was loeng after midnight
when tha talk ended. Then Captain Charl-
ton retired to “sleep a coupls of hourn*
